James Lashbrcolr, wif» cf his employ- 
er, expiated his crime in daylight yes- 
terday at the hands of a mob, con- 
sisting of thousands of citizens, by 
burning at the stake after suffering 
tenure and fright beyond descriptiop_ 


Colsman was a trusted employe. Two 


months ago. while Mr. Lashbrooi was 
at work some distance from the house, j 
Cclemaa asked Mrs. Lashbrook 
to 


enter the cabin to look at some work 
on which he had seen engaged. The 
negro locked the *icor on the inside. 
Sirs. Lashbrook became frightened and 
screamed. Coleman struck her on the 
head, knocking her down, but 
not 


stopping her cries. He then seized a. 
razor and cut her throat. He picked 
up the bleeding body and placed it on 
the bsd. He then left the room, but 
reuirnins «a<i hearing her groaning 
he struck her repeatedly on the head 
with an ax. 


The nesro then washed the blood 


from his hands and clothing and went 
to where iir. Lashbrook was at work 
in the field and told him that he had 
better co. 2 to the house, as some one 
had killed his wife. It was not until 
after the officers arrived that suspicion 
was directed against Coleman. He- 
was arrested and taken to Covington 
for safe keeping. 
Shortly after his 


incarceration at Covington he made 
a" complete confession to the jailer. 
The story cf his revolting crime, in- 
cluding worse than murder, was told 
Tr-ithout any appearance of feeling. 


The trial was set for yesterday. 


Coleman had been told Tuesday night 
to prepare to return to the scene of 
his crime. He was stricken with fear, 
*3.4 begged piteously to be permitted 
to remain in Covington until" after his 
trial. On entering the train he seemed 
unable to sit down until one of the 
guards forced him into a seat. It de- 
veloped that in the crowd at Coving- 
ton and even on the train there were 
some cf the relatives of Mrs. Lash- 
brook, ready fo convey information if 
any attempt was made to secrete the 
prisoner. 


The prisoner, with his escort, arrived 


here at 10:20 o'clock. As the train 
pulled into the station the mob formed 
on both sides. Armed men warned the 
frightened passengers to remain quiet 
and not to interfere. Sheriff Perrine 
made a bold movement and started 
walking swiftly, but with no indica- 
tion of a panic, from the car. A step 
behind him followed tee officers, with 
Colemaa in their midst, seeking to 
conceal himself behind the forms of 
his protectors. As the officers pro- 
ceeded hundreds of stones and other 
missiles were thrown, and revolvers 
and rifles were freely displayed. The 
prisoner was frequently struck, and he 
presented a frightful appearance. 


At the court house a mob of over 


2,000 men, headed by James Lashbrook, 
the husband, had been hastily formed. 
The demand for the prisoner was made, 
accompanied by threats from the lead- 
ers. There was a brief struggle, and 
then the sheria and his assistants were 
overcome and the prisoner pailed from 
their midst. Through the center por- 
tion of the town tee mob marched, the 
prisoner being dragged along with the 
aid of ropes loosely attached to his 
body. He was the target of hundreds 
of missiles, and several times he sank 
half conscious to the ground, while 
the crowd struck at him with clubs, 
sticks and whips until his head and 
body were scarcely recognizable. More 
dead than alive, he was dragged along j 
and forced to his feet. Scores of wo- i 


poles to push his body back into the j 
flames.

they fail because they cannot divide 100,- 
'000 by 402S; that is, they cannot get a 
•correct result. It is simply marvelous, 
the lack of education in these rudimenta- 
ry branches. Something must be radic- 
ally wrong with our system of education. 
Our public schools teach botany and 
psychology and moulding, but apparent- 
ly they do not teach simple arithmetic

Revenue Tax Law. 


The "Mercantile Tax bill, approved by 


the Governor last 3Iay, imposes an an- 
nual tax of £2 on retail dealers and -one 
.mill additional on each dollar of the 
-whole value gross of business transacted 
-annually. Dealers at exchanges and 
boards of trade are icquired to pay a tax 
-of 2o -cents on each §1,000 worth, gross. 
-of goods so sold. It provides that Mer- 
cantile Appraisers shall be appointed by 
the Countv Commissioners on or before 
December SO, except in Philadelphia, 
•where the Auditor-General and Citv 
Treasurer appoint five Appraisers, ail of 
•whom shall not be o* the same political 
party, and 
TTSC shall serve for three 


jears. 


The blanks to ce distributed by the 


Mercantile Appraisers are to be prepared 
by the Auditor-General, and sh-ill con- 
tain an affidavit. t». which the dealer 
shall subscribe. . The whole volume of 
^business, including cash receipts and 
merchandise sold on credit, shall be the 
basis en which the license is to be rated. 
If the owner, proprietor or any other 
person connected with a business" refuses 
to produce the books and papers and ap- 
pear before the County Treasurer to give 
•information on which to base his tax, he 
is made liable to a penally of .$1,000. 


The dealcrvunder tfci<-act, is required 


to place perm'aaeDtlv Kt the entrance of 
his place of business a sign describing 
the-business in which he is engaged, un- 
der penalty of $10 for every offense.

Stores Broken Into,

Walter C. Swingle of the dhision 


of botauj has returned from a visit to 
the Mediterranean countries, where he 
studied the agricultti:e of southern 
Europe aud 
northern Africa, aud 


gained much valuable information. 
Before leaving for home he made ar- 
rangements with nurserymen to send 
to the Uuited States Mich seeds and 
plants as might be called for. 
While 


studying grape culture, tig eaprinea- 
tion, date growing,etc., he came across 
a number of uew vegetables which it 
is hoped wiil prove acceptable to Amer- 
ican tastes. Of these he says: 


"The crosae or stachys is a Chinese 


aud Japauese vegetable'. It has white 
tubers two tu four inches long and the 
size of one's fiuger, but lookiug like a 
crowded striug of large beads. They 
were imported into France, where 
their value was discovered by M. 
Pailleax. a geatlemau of leisure, who 
devoted his grounds at Crosne, near 
Paris, to the culture of strange and 
new vegetables from all parts of the 
Vi-orld. He was so pleased with this 
oue that he did everything possible to 
bring it into notice. 
After several 


years he succeeded and the vegetable 
is now well known ia Paris. 
It is 


called after the name of if. Pailleux's 
place. Boiled or fried and served with 
meat it is delicious. The plant is per- 
fectly hardy and grows in all soils, 
yielding as much as five tons to the 
acre. Two other tubers of delicate 
flavor, much esteemed in Paris, are 
the tuberons-i-ooted cherville and tu- 
berous-rooted nasturtium (the mavua 
of Chile). 


"Iu the Mediterranean countries 


much use is made of the vegetable 
marrow, of which many species are 
known. 
It is a sort of summer 


squash, aud is eaten befcve f ally ripe, 
whea it inaeh resembles a large" green 
cucumber. Cooked and served with 
meat it is excellent, aud no food is 
considered more easily digested. Many 
varieties are known in Italy, Greece j 
and Turkey, as well as in Germany i 
and England. Among other vegeta- 
bles of great merit might be men- 
tioned two species of asparagus, new 
to America. One of these came from 
Algeria, and the other from Naples, 
called asparagus kale, is said to be 
the most delicious of the cabbage fam- 
ily. The cos lettuces of Italy and 
Turkey are exceptionally fine. 


Mr. Swingle also brought specimens 


of the pistache nut, which he thinks 
likely will prove of great value to 
California and Arizona. Large quan- 
tities, of these nuts are imported for 
use in flavoring ice cream, etc. 
In 


the Mediterranean regions they ar« 
eaten like nuts and considered "even 
finer than the splendid almonds aad 
walnuts produced there. Mr. Swingle 
thinks there is a great future for this 
nut when it becomes known to Ameri- 
cans. 
The choice varieties are propa- 


gated by grafting, aud arrangements 
have been made to secure a quantity 
of slips for use in this country nex't 
spring. 


Another novelty obtained by the de- 


partment is a large-fruited, .over-bear- 
ing strawberry, which has been brought 
out in France -within recent years, 


^ The ordinary varieties of -strawberries 
j yield only for a few weeks, while this 
; oue produces for mouths on the same 
] steir-F.

"Tim vegetable is highly prixed by 


rich and poor alike in Europe and is 
cultivated exteusivelv in Franca and 
Italy. The plant is *a perennial, and 
the tine varieties are propogated by 
snckers from the -roots of the old 
plant in the same manner as pineap- 
ples. 
In order to introduce ihe cul- 


ture of this ninch-naglected vegetable 
we hare imported a quantity of care- 
fully potted suckers. 
Iu spite of 


all precautions many died. 
Enough 


survived, however, to produce a stock 
•n-hich can soon be multiplied indefi- 
nitely. The New York market is now 
supplied from France and Italj, Naples 
being a heavy exporter. 
The absurd- 


ity of shipping a delicate vegetable 
6000 miles wheu it can be grown with 
perfect success at home is evident. 
Artichokes have long been grovu ex- 
tensively around New Orleans, where 
there is a good local market for them, 
but their use as a vegetable is practi- 
cally unknown in the south elsewhere. 
The department will endeavor to ex- 
tend their cultivation in the Southern 
States, and it is thought a demand 
will arise as soon as the qualities of 
the tuber are known to the people 
generally."'

J bows of the boat. Then a chain is 
I made fast to the snag and attached to 
] the powerful derricks that the boat is 


equipped with and the suag is jerked 
bodily froui ihe bottom of the river 


: and pulled up till it rests against what 


is called the butting beam, and then a 


• huge saw is called into service aud the 
: sna» is sawed up into small pieces 
: aud dumped into ihe river to float 
I down harmlessly like a snake deprived 
; of its fangs, and no longer a ten-or to 
" navigation. In the upper Mississippi 
' around St. Louis the snags are of com- 
paratively small size, but down below 
Memphis huge cypress trees, with 
their immense buttresses over six feet 
through at the base, have to be dealt 
with, and it takes all the power of the 
great engines with which"these boats 
are equipped to drag the monsters j 
from their lodgement in the close-cling- j 
ing river uiud. 
From early iu July! 


till the river closes up with ice in the ] 
winter the boats patrol up and down 
the river, watching for impediments to 
navigation. 


The snag-boars do not deal with 


snags alone, but it is a large part of 
their work to watch the river banks 
closely for trees that are in danger of 
falling into the river and becoming 
snags. 
When one is seen the boat is 


rnn up to the bank and made fast, 
and a crew of men with saws is sent 
ashore to cut down the threatening 
monster and arrest its career before 
it becomes a menace to life and prop- 
erty. 


When a snag is so deep sunk in the 


bed of the river as to be concealed 
from view the ripple above it gives 
warning, and raany a river boat has 
been saved from destruction by the 
quick action of the pilot, whose ex- 
perienced eye has detected the latent 
danger and whose ready haad has 
steered the boat safely by it. In this 
case the method of procedure is some- 
what different from that used where 
the snag is on the surface. 
The boat 


is run up to where the ripple shows 
where the danger is and a huge chain 
is dropped down into the water, sus- 
pended from one bow to the other, 
and the boat steams slowlv ahead till
